CHICAGO, June 17.—-Instead of the 
usual quiet that prevails on the eve 
of battle, Chicago Is In the greatest 
turmoil tonight. Bands are marching 
the streets, followed by thousands of 
frensied shouters. 
The streets for 
blocks about the Congress Hotel, Che 
general 
headquarters, 
are jammed 
sufficiently to paralyse street car traf­ 
fic. Every theatre this afternoon was 
a mass of cheering partisans. 
Cdl. 
Roosevelt did not appear In public to­ 
day although rumors that he was tak­ 
ing an airing on the roof of his hot?! 
caused thousands to swarm to 
the 
windows and" roofs of nearby build­ 
ings. 
Dosens tried to see Roosevelt, 
claiming personal friendship and oth­ 
er reasons. Few are successful. The 
majority were told ta descend to the 
n tre a ttM .rebar where the 
Colonel 
later appeared, who stood in line more 
than an hour greeting his supporters. 
Wild rumors are circulating as to 
the plans of the Roosevelters for a 
demonstration 
stampede 
tomorrow. 
One apparently authentic report is to 
the effect that one hundred Oklahoma 
Roosevelt shouters who have 
been 
denied admittance to the convention 
hall, plan to storm the building and 
enter regardless. 
Both sides express confidence to­ 
night, although each refused to Issue 
any official statement.

steam and interurban railroads, where 
the service is rendered within

Towns of the 5th and 
6th classes have no power over pub­ 
lic utilities except the police power 
and the power to fix rates in so far 
as conferred by 
the 
Constitution. 
Those cities which have special char­ 
ters have in most cases derived there 
from additional powers, 
particularly 
with reference to the service of pub­ 
lic utilities. To determine the power 
of any such city it will be necessary 
in each case to examine its charter. 
All powers not vested in incorporat­ 
ed cities and towns, such as the pow­ 
er to fix rates and to regulate ser­ 
vice, equipment and extensions, where

WHO ARE THE PARTY? 


By Edward P. I. Tray. 
Through the neglect of the people, 
water power, or “white coal,” has 
come almost exclusively under the 
control of private corporations in ev 
cry state. This beneficent gift o* the 
Creator, by means of which power 
may be produced that will operate ma­ 
chinery on the farm and in the fac­ 
tory, mines, railroads, and illuminate 
streets and 
buildings hundreds of 
miles distant from the stream where 
the water flows, has been almost lost 
to the people on whom He bestowed it. 
Of the 6,000,000 horsepower of hy­ 
dro-electric development In the Unit­ 
ed States, but five per cent, or 300,000 
horsepower, is owmed by the cities, as 
shown by the Report on Water-Power 
Development in the United States of 
Corporation 
Commissioner 
Herbert 
Knox Smith. 
Los Angeles owns the larger part of 
this—120,000 horsepower. Seattle fur­ 
nishes Its people with electricity from 
a 35,000 horsepower plant, and Taco­ 
ma does the same with Its newly con­ 
structed 
32,000 horsepower 
plant. 
These three cities own 62 per cent of 
all the water power now owned by cit­ 
ies In the whole country. If the Taft 
administration does not rob San Fran­ 
cisco of its rights In the Hetch-Hetehy, 
60,000 horsepower will be developed 
by it In that region when tl^p water 
plant is in operation. 
Commissioner 
Smith 
well 
says: 
“Our public policy must recognize the 
need for utilization of this power, and 
the dangers of monopolistic control, 
and take effective action on both. If 
we take water power by itself there Is 
but one effective method of control, in 
so far as the power sites are still pub­ 
lic property. The public can neither 
develop and operate the site, selling 
the energy at market rates, nor lease 
the site at a rental fairly representing 
its natural value. 
Assured public control is peculiar­ 
ly desirable.” he continues, “because 
water power is Inexhaustible and per-t 
manent, and therein differs from al­ 
most all 
other natural resources, 
which are expended In their using.

“The total power now used to oper­ 
ate Industrial enterprises and public 
utilities In all of the stationary power 
plants in the United States Is 30,000,- 
000 horsepower, of which 6,000,000 is 
produced by water. It Is estimated 
that this water power used equals a 
saving of at least 33,000,000 tons of 
coal every year. 
The water power industry, by Its 
very nature, tends particularly toward 
concentration, unified operation and 
monopolistic control of the source it­ 
self. The far-reaching importance of 
these conditions Is greatly emphasised 
by the fact that consolidations of wa­ 
ter power companies and street rail 
way and lighting companies are seen 
on every hand. 
The important fact is that an en 
tire community of people is dependent 
on a private monopoly for the means 
of transit and light, and the character 
of service that shall be given. A com­ 
mon control of the agencies of passen­ 
ger traffic and distributing light in our 
cities, on the one hand, and of the 
sources of energy for operating these 
utilities on the other is a fact of great 
public Importance. 
“If the public permits private par­ 
ties to develop and operate its water 
powers, It dan charge a rental for that 
right, which will go into the public 
treasury. If the power is developed 
by the public, and sold at the price of 
fuel power, the public treasury will re­ 
ceive the difference between the deliv­ 
ered cost of the two kinds of power. 
“With respect to water powers now 
held in private ownership,” says Com­ 
missioner Smith in closing his valua­ 
ble report, “regulation and control can 
be applied only through taxation of 
the values of the sites, or the exercise 
of eminent domain.” 
As Justice Marshall well said, “Tax­ 
ation is the power to destroy.” These 
stolen water powers of the nation that 
are now monopolized by a few large 
interests may be recovered by the peo­ 
ple through this power. Tile taxation 
of the full value of the power sites 
would soon render their monopolies of 
little value.

Home rule in taxation will give the 
people the right in each city, county, 
town, district or township In this 
state to govern themselves, In their 
own way, subject to certain const! 
tutional limits. 
No power of government can 
be 
used as euectually aa the power of 
taxation to attract or repel the pro­ 
duction of wealth, and 
the employ­ 
ment of labor, yet no general -cast 
iron, or fixed system can 
possibly 
meet the requirements of all parts of 
the state alike. 
A tax system which may be eatle 
factory to the country towns may be 
ill suited to San Francisco, having 
such varied Interests to be affected, 
for good or 111 by taxation. 
Portland, Seattle, Vancouver and 
Victoria are {Breedy bidding for 'the 
trade of our Seaport towns, by effect 
Ive adjustment of local taxation, so 
as to encourage commercial activity, 
by exemption from taxation, certain 
industries of a commercial 
nature. 
Vancouver, aa a direct result of her 
home rule plan of taxation, adopted 
about two years ago, has already se­ 
cured a very large Increase of popu 
lation, as well as attracted outside 
captal; 
and consequent 
prosperty 
by comparison with conditions In any 
other city on the Pacific Coast, is the 
result of exempting Improvements and 
other forms of wealth from taxation. 
In our state today taxes are piled 
on taxes, so that often wealth 
in 
process of being produced 
Is taxed 
several times over before It reaches 
the hands of the consumers; 
there­ 
by increasing prices. The power to 
tax is the power to destroy, a big 
enough tax would drive almost any­ 
thing made by man out of existence. 
To place a tax at Its full value on 
all lands would drive—not the land, 
but the speculator of land out bf 
business, it would 
make 
exacting 
tribute from the use of land unprofit­ 
able by taking all those profits into 
the public treasury. 
It would eliminate all the 
land 


sharks by substituting labor and cap­ 
ital, and all the people ss well. It ap­ 
peals to the Individualist because It 
removes all Irksome restrictions to 
freedom; for home ruts In taxation is 
more freedom.

The capitalist should favor home 
rule In taxation because it proposes 
to relieve him of his present tax bur­ 
den.

The Gothenburg system of control 
of the liquor traffic In Norway and 
Sweden was the subject 
of an ad­ 
dress by B. R. Baumgardt before the 
City Club of Los Angeles 
at 
the 
Westminster Hotel yesterday. 
“In 
those 
countries,” 
said 
Mr. 
Baumgardt, “the system 
has been 
carried to a successful issue and a 
great deal of good has been accom­ 
plished. 
\ 
“It was in 1865 that a committee 
reported on a plan for diminishing 
the evil, and the Gothenburg system 
resulted. 
The 
suggested 
remedy 
was the formation 
of a corporation 
to handle the liquor business prac­ 
tically without profit. 
“The Gothenburg system is a cor­ 
poration, semi-public. 
When it was 
established it was provided that the 
corporation should not be allowed to 
make more than five per cent. Books 
were kept in accordance 
with the 
scheme established 
by the govern­ 
ment. 
The profits were 
spent for 
museums, schools, libraries, labor bu­ 
reaus, music, hospitals for children, 
sailors' homes, etc. 
Drinking Discouraged 
“Let us enter a 
Gothenburg 
sa­ 
loon. 
There are no pictures on the 
walls, no carpets on the 
floor, 
no 
place to sit down. 
The place looks 
like a postoffice. Behind the bar are 
bar maids. 
Then there is the bar­ 
keeper in brass buttons, who is in 
charge. Undpr the law he must be a 
teetotaler. There is no credit and no 
treating. 
You must pay In advance. 
“Facing you is a sign which reads: 
’That drink you are about to pour 
into your stomach is poison.* 
That 
sign may make you 
hesitate. 
It 
does make many hesitate. 
And the 
first time you hesitate to drink you 
start on the right road. 
“I said there were no pictures in 
the saloon. 
But there are two, one 
showing the liver of 
a man 
who 


drinks; another showing the liver of 
a man who does not drink. 
“Another sign 
reads: 
'Twenty- 
five minutes must elapse before you 
have another drink.* So you see you 
can’t keep (rn drinking. 
And 
the 
next saloon under the law must be 
three blocks away. 
You can obtain 
a three per cent beer in a Gothen­ 
burg saloon. 
“A light refreshment 
room joins 
the saloon. No liquor is sold a wom­ 
an or to a youth 
under 
eighteen 
years of age. The principal function 
of the system is not for profit but to 
reduce drunkenness. 
“Before the system 
was 
adopted 
there were 135 saloons for every 35,- 
OOO population; now there are 14 sa­ 
loons for every 140,000 
population. 
The system has worked so well in 
Gothenburg that it has been- extend­ 
ed to most municipalities 
in both 
Norway and Sweden. 
The result of 
the application of the 
system has 
been a reduction of two-thirds in the 
arrests for drunkenness. 
Before, 45 
quarts per annum were 
drunk 
by 
each person; now, only 8 quarts per 
annum per capita, 
“In Norway the savings bank de­ 
posits have gone up as high as in 
France. 
Illiteracy In Russia is 89Vi 
per cent. In Norway, Illiteracy Is less 
than two-thirds of 
one 
per 
cent. 
Drink and poverty go hand in hand, 
but whiskey aud education don't go 
hand In hand.”

Upland Plover, a Useful Bird 
The upland plover, a beautiful end 
useful bird, Is a close relative of the 
sandpiper. While sandpipers love the 
vicinity of water, the upland plover 
frequents dry hills and prarles and is 
most abundant in the interior. This 
so called plover breeds from Oregon, 
Oklahoma and 
Virginia 
north 
to 
Alaska, Mackenzie and Maine and mi­ 
grates over the more southern parts 
of the continent, passing to the pam­ 
pas of Argentina to spend the win- 
ter. 
Almost half its food is made up of 
grasshoppers, criokets 
and 
weevils, 
lait of which exact heavy toll from 
cultivated crops. These weevils injure, 
often seriously, such crops as wheat, 
corn, rye and barley, as well as for­ 
age plants of many kinds. The upland 
plover makes itself useful to the far­ 
mer by devouring leaf beetles, includ­ 
ing army worms and cut-worms.

For fifteen *years the civilised world

Northland has given back no word of 
the fate of the Intrepid 
trio

the little nickeled tag with roughly 
chiseled announcem ent of the pole's 
discovery is the first and last chapter 
of Andree’s tragic story of achieve­ 
ment in the land of the m idnight sun.
